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SHIPPING 


MOVEMENT AT PORTS OF THE UNITED 
KINGDOM IN 1930 AND 1931 


Preliminary figures are now available regarding the 
movement of shipping at ports of the United Kingdom 
during the year 1931, and in the following article a 
comparison is made between this movement and the 
corresponding movement in the year 1930. 


FOREIGN TRADE 


Iixpressed in terms of net tonnage, the total of the 
entrances in the foreign trade at ports of the United 
Kingdom during 1931 was 89,220,000 tons, a decrease 
of 8-53 per cent. as compared with the total of the 
entrances in the year 1930. Entrances with cargo de- 
creased by 5-40 per cent., while the entrances in ballast 
decreased by 14-48 per cent. The clearances with cargo 
and in ballast in the foreign trade during 1931 aggre- 
gated 89,958,000 tons, a decrease of 7-82 per cent. on 
the corresponding total for 1930. The clearances with 
cargo were 11°41 per cent., and the clearances in ballast 
0-38 per cent. less than the totals of the previous year. 


Some decline in the volume of shipping at United 
Kingdom ports in 1931 was to be expected in view of the 
considerable reduction in our export trade and of the 
large increase during the year in the amount of British 
and foreign tonnage laid up. Shipments of coal and 
grain had a marked effect on the movements of tonnage 
in 1931. The substantial decrease in the tonnage that 
cleared with cargo as well as in the tonnage that entered 
in ballast was due, in the main, to the reduced exports 
of coal, while unusually large imports of grain, 
especially of maize, have swelled the tonnage that 
entered with cargo and cleared in ballast. Data are 
not available to determine the extent to which the 
capacity of vessels recorded in the returns as “‘ with 
cargo ’’ was utilised, but the figures of United Kingdom 
imports and exports suggest that vessels so recorded 
were, on the average, less fully loaded in 1981 than in 
1930. 


Proportion of the Entrances with Cargo.—Of the en- 
trances at United Kingdom ports in 1931, 67-6 per cent. 
of the net tonnage related to vessels with cargo, com- 
pared with 65-3 per cent. in 1980. The proportion of 
the tonnage that entered with cargo from Northern 
Europe was 52°7 per cent. in 1931 and 48°8 per cent. in 
1930, the corresponding percentages in respect of the 
area ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
Countries ’’ being 49°2 and 49:4. From the Atlantic 
Coast of Northern America the proportion with cargo 
was greater: 83:4 per cent. in 1931 and 85:9 per cent. 
in 1980. Vessels with whole or part cargoes for dis- 
charge in the United Kingdom accounted for 95°3 per 
cent. and 93-8 per cent. respectively of the tonnage 
that entered from ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, India ” 
and from ‘‘ South America-Atlantic Coast ’’ in 1931 
compared with 95-0 per cent. and 88°6 per cent. in the 
previous year, while in both years less than 1 per cent. 
of the entrances from Australasia were in ballast. 


Entrances by Areas.—As compared with the figures 
for 1930 there were noticeable differences in the en- 
trances from the various geographical areas during 1931. 
Entrances with cargo from Northern Europe, though 
substantially less in actual tonnage than in the previous 
year, represented a larger proportion of the total ton- 
nage entered with cargo (28-2 per cent., as against 27°3 
per cent.), while the proportion from ‘‘ Europe

(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries *’ de- 
creased from 14:1 per cent. to 12°9 per cent., and from 
‘‘ North America-Atlantic Coast ’’ from 20°8 per cent. 
to 18°6 per cent. From no other area did the tonnage 
that entered with cargo exceed 6:0 per cent. of the 
total entrances with cargo in either year. Substantial 
increases, however, occurred in the entrances with cargo 
from ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean Coun- 
tries,’ ““ Australasia ’’ and ‘* South America-Atlantic 
Coast,’’ due largely to increased shipments of grain 
from Russian Black Sea ports, from Australia, and from 
the Argentine. It may also be noted that, of the 
tonnage entered with cargo at United Kingdom ports, 
more than one-half in both years was from countries 
in Europe or on the Mediterranean Sea, and that 23-3 
per cent. in 1931 and 23-1 per cent. in 19380 related to 
vessels engaged in voyages between this country and 
other parts of the British Empire. In view of the 
duration of the voyages in either case, it appears not 
improbable that the latter trades provided greater 
employment for shipping than the former, and it may 
be noted that a substantially larger proportion of that 
shipping was British. 


Proportion of Clearances with Cargo.—About 64°9 per 
cent. in 1931 and 67:5 per cent. in 1930 of the net ton- 
nage of the clearances from ports of the United King- 
dom related to vessels with cargo. Of the tonnage that 
cleared for the Northern European area 56°9 per cent. 
was with cargo in 1931, as compared with 58:3 per cent. 
in the previous year. The corresponding proportions in 
respect of the clearances for ‘‘ Kurope (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries ’’ were 64°5 per cent. 
and 64°3 per cent., and for the Atlantic Coast of North 
America 65-7 per cent. and 66-5 per cent., in 1931 and 
1930, respectively, while of the tonnage that cleared for 
all other areas combined 72-6 per cent. in the later and 
79°6 per cent. in the earlier year related to vessels with 
cargo. The considerable increase in the tonnage that 
cleared in ballast for ‘‘ South America-Atlantic Coast ’”’ 
may be presumed to have been connected with return 
shipments of grain from the Argentine. 


Clearances by Areas.—Decreases were recorded in 
1931 as compared with 1930 in the tonnage that cleared 
with cargo for all but one of the trading areas. The de- 
clines in respect of Northern Europe, ‘‘ Kurope (Atlantic) 
and Western Mediterranean Countries,’’ ‘‘ Central and 
Eastern Mediterranean Countries,’’ and ‘‘ North 
America-Atlantic Coast ’’ were the most noticeable, 
and, together, accounted for more than three-fourths 
of the total tonnage decline for all areas. In this con- 
nection it may be mentioned that the exports of United 
Kingdom coal to countries included in the first three 
named areas were nearly 10 million tons (22°5 per cent.) 
less in 1931 than in 1930. Of the total clearances with 
cargo in 1931, 28-7 per cent. was for Northern Europe, 
19-1 per cent. for ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western 
Mediterranean Countries,’’ and 15°7 per cent. for 
‘ North America-Atlantic Coast.’’ The corresponding 
percentages for the year 1930 were 28:1, 19:1 and 16-0. 
Clearances with cargo for the Irish Free State amounted 
to 6:7 per cent. of the total in 1930 and to 7:5 per cent. 
in 1931, this being the highest proportion recorded for 
any year. The proportions to ‘‘ Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean Countries ’’ and to ‘‘ South America- 
Atlantic Coast ’’ were 7:2 per cent. and 5-9 per cent. 
respectively in 1931 and 8-0 per cent. and 6:5 per cent. 
in 1930. To no other individual area did the proportion 
reach 5-0 per cent. in either year. About 62 per cent. 
of the tonnage that cleared with cargo in both years 
related to voyages between the United Kingdom and 
ports in Europe or on the Mediterranean Sea, while 
22:8 per cent. in 1931 and 21-7 per cent. in 1930 was in 
respect of clearances from this country to other parts 
of the British Empire. 


The following table shows the net tonnage of the 
vessels that entered and cleared, with cargoes and in 
ballast, at ports of the United Kingdom, from and to 
other countries in the years 1980 and 1981, distin- 
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guishing the areas from which the vessels entered or 
for which they cleared :—

By Nationalities.—The particulars as to the principal 
nationalities of the vessels, taking entrances and clear- 
ances together, show that the tonnage with cargo of all 
flags, Belgian excepted, was less in 1931 than in 1930. 
The British tonnage decreased by 8-4 per cent., Swedish 
tonnage by 18-0 per cent., Norwegian tonnage by 
12:0 per cent., Italian tonnage by 19-5 per cent., and 
the tonnage belonging to the United States by 17-0 per 
cent. There was an increase in the case of Belgian 
vessels of 5-9 per cent. The British proportion of the 
total net tonnage that entered and cleared with cargo 
was 64-4 per cent. in both 1931 and 1930, 


It will be seen that there was a considerable increase 
in the tonnage of German vessels, both entered and 
cleared, in ballast, reflecting the increased calls made 
off Cowes by the passenger liner ‘‘ Europa.’’ In this 
connection it may be observed that while the total 
number cf passengers between the United Kingdom 
and places out of Europe was substantially less in 1931 
than in 1930, the number of such passengers carried 
by German vessels showed an increase.

The table shows that the decrease in the total 
tonnage of arrivals and departures in 1931 was shared 
by all the principal ports. The decreases at Liverpool, 
Plymouth and Southampton were chiefly due to cur- 
tailed passenger services, while the reduction in coal 
exports is reflected in the figures for Cardiff and the 
Tyne Ports and other places where coal is shipped. 


COASTING TRADE 


The net tonnage of the arrivals and departures of all 
vessels in the coasting trade shows a decrease of 3-1 
per cent. jn 1931 as compared with the previous year; 
for vessels with cargo only a decrease of 1:3 per cent. 
was recorded. Of the total tonnage that arrived and 
departed 45:2 per cent. related to vessels with cargo 
in 1931 and 44-4 per cent. in 1930.

The amount of coal shipped coastwise between ports 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland was 18-4 million 
tons in both 1931 and 1930. The major part of the 
increase in the intercourse between Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland is found in the record of movements 
at Greenock in this trade.

It may be noted that Greenock was the only port at 
which there was an increase in 1931 as compared with 
1930 in both the number and the tonnage of the vessels 
arriving at or departing from the port. Taking Glasgow 
and Greenock together, there was, however, a decrease 
in both number and net tonnage. 


UNITED KINGDOM 


AGE-GROUPS OF BRITISH EMIGRANTS AND 
IMMIGRANTS IN 1931 


In the “ B.T.J.’’ of March 10 (pages 349-352) par- 
ticulars were given as to the occupations of British 
migrants, of 18 years of age and upwards, between the 
United Kingdom and non-European countries in 1931. 
The emigrants from and immigrants into the United 
Kingdom, including those under 18 years of age, have 
been classified into seven age-groups, and the tables 
on pages 414, 415 and 416 show on this basis the age- 
grouping (so far as ascertained) of the male and female 
emigrants and immigrants of British nationality who 
left or took up permanent residence in England and 
Wales, in Scotland, in Northern Ireland, and in the 
United Kingdom in 1931. Similar particulars for 1950 
were published in the issue of the ‘* B.T.J.”’ of 
March 26, 1931. These particulars for 1930 and 1931 
are summarised in the paragraphs which follow. 


Ages of Emigrants and Immigrants 


The summary statement given below shows the age- 
erouping of British male and female migrants who left 
or took up permanent residence in the United Kingdom 
during the years 1930 and 1931. Residence for a year 
or more is treated as permanent residence for the 
purposes of these tables.

The above summary shows that, of the emigrants 
from the United Kingdom whose ages were stated, 
persons of 18 to 30 years accounted for a considerably 
lower proportion of the total in 1931 than in 1930. About 
34 per cent. of the males and 32 per cent. of the females 
fell within these limits in 1931, as compared with 46 per 
cent. and 41 per cent. respectively in 1930. Twenty per 
cent. of the male emigrants and 15 per cent. of the 
female emigrants were between the ages of 18 and 25 
years; in 1930 the corresponding percentages were 30 
and 24. For the two sexes together, the proportion of 
persons of 31 years of age and over was about 45 per 
cent. in 1931, as compared with 34 per cent. in 1930, 
the percentages for males being 39 and 29 respectively

Children under 12 years of age represented 
about 18 per cent. of the males and 14 per cent. of the 
females during 1931, and 13 per cent. of both males 
and females in 1930, while the age-group of 12 to 17 
years accounted for about 10 per cent. of the males and 
5 per cent. of the females in 1931 and 11 and G per cent. 
respectively in 1930. 


In the highest age-group, 46 years and over, the 
number of females exceeded the number of males both 
for emigrants and for immigrants; and the proportion 
of the total number in this group (174 per cent.) was 
about the same, both for emigrants and immigrants. 
In the age-group 31 to 45 years, there were appreciably 
more females than males among the emigrants, and a 
slightly excess number of males over females among the 
immigrants. For all ages together, the small excess of 
female over male emigrants shown in 1930, for the 
first time since 1921, had become an excess of nearly 
29 per cent. in 1931.

Of the total inward excess of male migrants in 
1931, 10,712 (45 per cent.) were over 30 years of age, 
as compared with an inward balance in these age-groups 
of 1,582 (14 per cent.) in 1930. Of the total excess in- 
ward of female migrants in 1931, 6,921 (52 per cent.) 
were over 80 years of age, while in 1930 there was an 
excess outward of 2,042 female migrants over 30 years 
of age. Of males of between 18 and 30 years of 
age, there was a net inward excess of 9,151 (389 per 
cent.) in 1931 as compared with an outward excess in 
1930 of 8,696. The proportion of children under 12 
vears of age to the total inward excess of male and 
female migrants in 1931 was 16 per cent. for male 
children and 26 per cent. for female children.

for those emigrants showed decreases. The decrease 
in 1931 of 23,454 in the number of British emigrants 
to British North America was made up of a decrease of 
13,525 males and 9,929 females, while the decrease of 
4,058 in the number to Australia was made up of 1,802 
males and 2,256 females. The number of British emi- 
grants to the United States fell from 27,336 in 1930 to 
2,593 in 1931, a decrease of 24,743 (11,794 males and 
12,949 females). 


Immigrants.—The return movements from Canada 
and from the United States showed increases of 2,044 
(1,870 males and 674 females) and 3,570 (2,003 males 
and 1,567 females) respectively, while there was a de- 
crease of 1,061 in the return movement from Australia. 
The immigrants from Canada in 1931 included a notably 
larger proportion than in 1930 (17 per cent. against 15 
per cent.) under 12 years of age. The proportion be- 
tween 18 and 30 years of age was approximately 38} per 
cent. both in 1930 and in 1931. The actual increase in 
numbers was about the same in these two age-groups. 

Tor immigrants from the United States the increase 
in the proportion of children under 12 years of age was 
about the same as for Canada (from 14-3 per cent. in 
1930 to 16-3 per cent. in 1931), and the proportion 
between 16 and 30 years of age was smaller, namely, 
about 31 per cent. of the total immigrants from the 
United States.

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN ANGOLA 


Reference was made in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 14 
(page 55) to a Legislative Diploma of August 17, 1931, 
adopted in Angola providing detailed regulations for the 
operation of the exchange control. 


This measure has now been approved by the Legis- 
lature in Portugal with certain amendments, and the 
new version has been published and put into operation 
in Angola as from January 29, 1932.

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN NICARAGUA 


With reference to the notice in the ‘* B.T.J.’’ of 
December 31, 1931 (page 833), a Report received 
recently states that, so far as the present exchange 
situation is concerned, the Exchange Control Commis- 
sion is very strictly rationing foreign exchange allot- 
ments. Applicants to the banks for drafts in foreign 
currencies are required to submit particulars of their 
commitments, supported by documentary evidence, and 
are then allotted a small proportion of their require- 
ments weekly; $500 for any one merchant would have 
been considered almost a maximum allotment, and it 
has recently been found necessary to reduce allocations 
still further. 


There is, however, apparently no objection to mer- 
chants making applications to each of the two banks, 
the Banco Nacional and the Anglo-South American 
Bank, Limited, in respect of different operations and 
obtaining allotments from both. The lack of exchange is 
due to the reduced sale of the country’s chief export, 
coffee. 


EXCHANGE POSITION IN THE 
CANARY ISLANDS 


The British Consul at Teneriffe has recently reported 
that the same conditions in regard to exchange transac- 
tions prevail in the Canary Islands as those which 
obtain in Spain. Banks are therefore the only media 
through which sterling can be obtained, and these in 
turn have to declare to the local ‘‘ Delegacion de 
Hacienda ”’ foreign currencies in order that such can be 
released from Madrid against the matured bills and 
legalised invoices. 


It is understood that the system is now working quite 
smoothly, and that no delay is experienced in obtain- 
ing sterling by the banks, subject to each application 
being accompanied by properly authenticated docu- 
ments. It seems, however, that where an application 
for sterling is made on the presentation of an invoice 
only, without the customary support of a bill of 
exchange, delay may result.

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STANDING COMMITTEE ON MINERAL 
TRANSPORT 


The Minister of Transport and the Secretary of Mines 
have appointed Sir Henry Jackson, M.P., as Chairman of 
the Standing Committee on Mineral Transport. 

The Standing Committee on Mineral Transport was 
appointed on February 17, 1927, on the recommendation 
contained in the Report of the Royal Commission on the 
Coal Industry over which Sir Herbert Samuel, M.P., pre- 
sided. The Committee’s terms of reference are as follows :— 


To review the equipment available in connection with the 
transport of coal from the coalfields to the ports and 
internal markets of the country and the methods of con- 
ducting such transport, and, with special reference to the 
recommendations of the Royal Commission on the Coal 
Industry (1925), to devise means of promoting such improve- 
ments in that equipment and its use as will lead to the 
greatest efficiency and economy in transport, and be of 
mutual advantage to the coal mining industry and the 
transport agencies; to report to the Minister of Transport 
and to the Secretary for Mines upon the steps taken, and 
upon any further measures necessary from time to time to 
bring about desirable alterations, and generally to watch 
over this matter and the progressive realisation of the 
economies and improvements which the Report of the Royal 
Commission considers possible, 


The first Chairman was Sir Arthur Duckham, who held 
the appointment until his death. Sir Henry Jackson, 
M.P., is Chairman of the Transport Committee of Con- 
servative Members of the House of Commons.

AUSTRALIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1931 


Imports (valued in sterling) during December last totalled 
£3,668,000, as compared with £3,604,000 in November and 
£5,176,000 in the corresponding month of 1930, states a 
summary of overseas imports and exports published by the 
Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra. Imports during the 
six months ended December 31, 1931, totalled £21,472,000, 
as compared with £38,515,000 during the corresponding first 
half of the 1930-31 fiscal year. Imports of merchandise were 
in value only 55 per cent. of those in corresponding period 
of 1930; machinery, 29 per cent.; alcoholic liquors, 33 per 
cent.; fancy goods, 37 per cent.; manufactured metals, 40 
per cent.; tobacco, 43 per cent. ; earthenware, 45 per cent. ; 
oils, 51 per cent.; and apparel, 55 per cent. The principal 
items which showed the greatest decline in imports were 
motor cars, £146,880 (£784,635); electric machinery, 
£591,786 (£2,153,797); fertilisers, £216,268 (£512,932) ; 
petroleum, £1,253,612 (£2,782,617); kerosene, £202,581 
(£433,877); iron and steel, £687,371 (£1,522,992); carpets, 
£224,009 (£494,077); corn sacks, £984,955 (£1,904,148); and 
tea, £722,984 (£1,439,760). 

When compared with the corresponding six months of 
1930-31 imports of the following items increased, viz. :— 
Kinematograph films, £284,769 (£179,571); dyes, £96,964 
(£58,624) ; sodium salts, £174,025 (£156,711) ; rubber thread, 
£120,951 (£111,805) ; and gold, £213,698 (£149,869). 


Export TRADE 


Exports (valued in Australian currency) during December, 
1931, were valued at £11,386,000, as against £10,699,000 in 
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November. For the six months ended December 31, 1931, 
exports of merchandise totalled £45,786,000 (Australian cur- 
rency), equivalent to £35,383,000 sterling, as compared with 
£43,312,000 (Australian currency), equal to £40,311,000 
sterling, in the corresponding six months of the previous 
year. Bullion and specie exported during the first half of 
the current year amounted to £4,292,000, as compared with 
£7,509,000 shipped overseas in the corresponding period of 
1930-31. 


Exports of the following commodities increased nominally 
during the first six months of 1931-32 in comparison with 
the total values exported during the same period of 1930-31, 
viz.:—Butter, £4,917,698 (£3,211,482); lamb and mutton, 
£2,410,355 (£1,277,733); wheat and flour, £6,447,828 
(£6,066,323); sugar, £2,163,069 (£1,607,663); and wool, 
£17 609,434 (£17,204,919). On the other hand, exports of 
the following items decreased, viz.:—Dried fruits, £390,814 
(£930,280) ; hides, £178,356 (£458,789) ; sheepskins, £841,216 
(£1,354,848); lead, £1,007,088 (£1,236,116); and zinc, 
£417,993 (£664,866).

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE AND CROP CONDITIONS 


Trading conditions generally have been quiet, states a 
report from Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Over- 
seas). 

In Barbados the weather has been too dry for the young 
canes and rain would be beneficial. Grinding of the 1932 
sugar crop is progressing satisfactorily, and good returns 
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are being obtained, both as to tonnage of cane and quality of 
juice; the crop seems certain to be a very large one. 


Following a long spell of rain the weather in Trinidad 
turned fine about the middle of February. Up to that time 
the purity of the juice from the canes had been very dis- 
appointing, some factories taking as much as thirteen tons 
of cane to make a ton of sugar, but with the welcome change 
to finer conditions the juice is improving. Heavy pickings 
of cocoa have been made, but in the low-lying districts they 
are nearly at an end as there is no young fruit coming on. 
Pickings will prebably continue in the more hilly districts, 
although on a smaller scale, until June. Coconuts are very 
small in size owing to the drought of last year and the out- 
put of copra is in consequence reduced. 


The weather in Jamaica generally has been dry and 
favourable for the reaping of crops, particularly in the 
sugar parishes. Bananas have been in fair demand. The 
ginger crop is disappointing, both with regard to quan- 
tity and quality. The outlook for citrus fruit is very pro- 
mising; shipments from January 1 to February 13 were :— 
Grape fruit, 22,068 packages, and oranges, 20,097 boxes, 
as against 12,255 packages and 2,594 boxes respectively 
in the corresponding period of 1931. 


In British Guiana most of the sugar estates have com- 
menced the spring grinding; the quality of the juice is re- 
ported to be satisfactory, and the yield per acre much better 
than at the same time last year. Weather conditions have 
been propitious, both for grinding and cultivation. Activity 
continues in the rice market but prices show a slight reduc- 
tion; shipments of this commodity in January were 2,178 
tons, valued at 94,851 dollars. 


CANADA 
WATER POWER RESOURCES 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


According to the Dominion Waterpower and Hydrometric 
Bureau’s Annual Statement on the Waterpower Resources of 
Canada (Bulletin No. 1573), the waterpowers in respect of 
which records have been found possible up to date would 
permit of turbine installations totalling 43,700,000 horse- 
power. 


Up to January 1 actual installations in water wheels and 
turbines totalled 6,666,337 h.p.; it is evident, therefore, 
that only about 15} per cent. of Canada’s recorded water- 
power resources have yet been utilised for industrial pur- 
poses. It is pointed out that, in spite of the business reces- 
sion last year, the reduced industrial activity had little or 
no effect upon the programme of hydro-electric construction, 
which was maintained without interruption. 


Activity in construction is affording much employment, 
not only on the actual sites, but also in factories furnishing 
machinery and other supplies. Installations actually com- 
pleted last year are estimated to have involved the expendi- 
ture of no less than 110 million dollars; but an additional 
280 million dols. is estimated to be required to bring to com- 
pletion these plants now under construction. The net gain 
of 541,325 h.p. in turbine installation achieved last year has 
been exceeded only twice in the history of waterpower 
development in Canada. 


Cuier Users or Horse-Power 


Of the 6,666,337 h.p. representing Canada’s total water- 
power installation at the beginning of 1932, central electric 
stations had a capacity of 5,734,491 h.p.; the pulp and paper 
industry was capable of generating for its own use 600,996 
h.p., and 330,850 h.p. were generated by other industries. 
The pulp and paper industry actually uses more electrical 
power than it generates in its own plants. The industry 
operates hydraulic installations totalling 600,996 h.p., of 
which 321,643 h.p. is connected to electric generators. Ad- 
ditional hydro-electric power is purchased to operate a fur- 
ther motor installation aggregating 993,024 h.p., thus 
making a total of 1,594,000 h.p. used in the industry, of 
which more than 82 per cent. is hydro-electric. 





CAPITAL INVESTED 


The total capital investment in generation only is esti- 
mated to be more than 1,514 million dols., in addition to 
the cost of transmission and distribution systems, in which, 
also, there is a heavy investment. Of the total named almost 
91 per cent. has been spent on land, buildings, plant and 
equipment, the figure being greater than the capital invest- 
ment of any other Canadian manufacturing industry.

FIELD CROPS IN 1931 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa, in its final 
estimates for 1931, gives the total production of wheat at 
304,144,000 bushels from 26,114,650 acres, as compared with 
420,672,000 bushels from 24,897,900 acres in 1930. The 
average yield per acre for all wheat in 1931 was 11-6 bushels 
per acre, as compared with 16-9 bushels per acre in 1930. 

Oats yielded 328,278,000 bushels from 12,871,341 acres, as 
compared with 423,148,000 bushels from 13,258,700 acres in 
1930, the average yield per acre being 25-5 bushels, as com- 
pared with 31:9 bushels. 

The yield of barley is estimated at 67,382,600 bushels from 
3,768,269 acres, as compared with 135,160,200 bushels from 
5,508,700 acres in 1930, the respective yields per acre being 
17-9 bushels and 24:3 bushels. 

Rye is estimated to have given a yield of 5,322,000 bushels 
from 777,534 acres, as compared with 22,018,500 bushels 
from 1,448,050 acres in 1930, the yields per acre being 6-8 
bushels and 15-2 bushels, respectively. 

Flaxseed yielded 2,565,000 bushels from 627,430 acres, as 
compared with 5,069,000 bushels from 581,800 acres in 1930. 
The yield per acre was 4-1 bushels, as against 8-7 bushels 
in 1930. 

For the remaining grain crops the totals for 1931 were, in 
bushels, as follows, with the 1930 figures in brackets :—Peas, 
1,370,000 (2,370,600); beans, 1,267,900 (1,438,600); buck 
wheat, 6,649,700 (10,903,300); mixed grains, 39,431,000 
(44,276,000); corn for husking, 5,426,000 (5,826,000). 


APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, between 
March 2 and 9, 11,300 barrels and 100 boxes of Canadian 
apples were shipped to British ports. 


CYPRUS 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1931 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that despite the continuance of trade depression throughout 
the world, analysis of the returns from Cyprus discloses a 
not unsatisfactory position. Imports during the year under 
review were valued at £1,414,101, or £5,888 less than in 1930; 
even after deducting £45,000 representing military stores 
imported during the disturbances of October and subse- 
quently re-exported, the decrease, having regard to the fall 
of prices, is not alarming, and there were actually increases, 


=?) 
notably in flour, petroleum and paraffin, and timber. 


Exrort TRADE 


Exports last year, valued at £1,101,706, were £100,000 
lower than in 1930, but here again there were increases in 
the quantities shipped of oxen, carobs, citrus fruits, cotton 
and cottonseed, and wine. Mining products accounted for 
almost the whole of the fall. The ‘visible adverse 
balance ’’ between exports and imports is converted into a 
favourable trade balance of £7,000 by taking into account 
the figures, estimated on a very conservative basis, of in- 
visible exports and imports. There were, for example, 

3,000 visitors and tourists during 1931 who spent in the 
Colony not less than £70,000. 

About 13°2 per cent. of the total import trade came from 
the Empire, as against 41:02 in 1930. Egypt is still the 
best customer of Cyprus, taking 21-3 per cent. of the total 
exports, but Great Britain is not far behind with 20-4 per 
cent., an increase of one per cent. on the year.

IRISH FREE STATE 


CENSUS OF LOCAL AUTHORITIES AND 
GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS (REPORT NO. 33 

Under the Statistics (Census of Production) Orders 
(Statutory Rules and Orders No. 38, 1929, and No. 3, 1930), 
made under the Statistics Act, 1926, returns were received 
from the several Local Authorities (County Councils, 
Borough and Urban Councils, etc.) and from Government 
Departments in reference to work of construction, main- 
tenance and repair carried out during the year 1929 by 
labour directly employed by them. 

Particulars of any such work done in connection with 
Gas, Electricity and Waterworks Undertakings were ob- 
tained on separate Returns, and are included in the separate 
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reports issued in connection with these services. The figures 
in the Report under review refer to all other work of con- 
struction, maintenance and repair carried out by employees 
of Local Authorities or Government Departments. The cost 
of collection and disposal of house refuse, sewer inspection, 
scavenging, street watering, policing parks and open spaces, 
and similar charges are not included, as particulars were not 
required of the total cost of maintaining the various ser- 
vices, but only the cost of the kinds of work specified. The 
value of the work done is calculated on a cost basis, i.e., it 
represents the total amount of wages and salaries paid, the 
cost of materials used, together with a reasonable proportion 
of establishment charges, and does not include any element 
of profit. The value of work executed by Contractors for 
Local Authorities and Government Departments is not 
included. 


When the Census of Production was being taken for the 
year 1926, Local Authorities were asked to furnish two 
separate returns—one relating to the operations of their 
employees in mines and quarries owned or leased by them, 
and another relating to all other work done by their em- 
ployees (excepting the production and distribution of gas, 
distribution of water, and the generation and distribution 
of electricity, for which separate returns were required, as 
each of these was treated as a separate industry). 


Owing to the difficulty Local Authorities experienced, when 
furnishing 1926 returns, in stating the number of employees 
engaged in quarrying (workers of this type may be engaged 
one day in the quarries and the next day on the roads), it 
was decided that, in 1929, only one return, amalgamating 
both quarrying and other activities, should be furnished by 
each Local Authority. Accordingly, it is not possible to 
give comparative figures for the year 1926 in the tables 
appearing in the Report under review, except for the total 
value of work done. An additional table, however, appears 
showing (a) the quantities of stone, etc., raised by employees 
of the Councils and (b) the quantities of stone raised by 
Road Contractors (other than Public Works Contractors) 
and used for the maintenance of roads. 


Gross Output AND Costs 


The following table shows the value of work done, in 
1929, by employees of Local Authorities and Government 
Departments, which involved the use of materials of con- 
structional, renewal or repair purposes, excluding the value 
of work done in connection with the production and distri- 
bution of gas, electricity and water.

SOUTH AFRICA 
WOOL SALES AND MOVEMENTS 


The Secretary for Agriculture, Pretoria, cables the follow- 
ing information concerning the sales of wool at the various 
Union ports for the week ended March 19:— 


All markets firm, and competition keen, with Bradford 
and France the principal buyers, supported by Germany. 


The clean scoured cost ex warehouse ruling for 70’s warp 
12d., 70’s average 103d., 64’s warp 103d., 64’s average 10d., 
60’s super 10d., 60’s ordinary 9d. Port Elizabeth, 9,523 
bales offered, 5,030 sold; East London, 6,125 and 3,694; 
Durban, 8,200 and 5,700; and Cape Town, 1,595 and 1,235 
bales respectively. 


The number of bales of wool shipped from the under- 
mentioned ports during the week ended March 5 were:— 
Port Elizabeth, 7,081 bales greasy, 91 scoured ; East ag iy 
10,641 and 358 ; Durban, 13,419 and 13; and Cape Town 
712 bales and nil respectively. 


Railway receipts at the ports during the same week 
were:—Port Elizabeth, 6,356 bales; East London, 6,070; 
Durban, 5,677; and Cape Town 450 bales. 


INDUSTRIAL AND TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 


General business remains very quiet, and ready money 
scarce. Government estimates of expenditure for the coming 
year allow for a total outlay from the revenue account of 
about £27,500,000, including a £1,300,000 contribution to 
meet subsidy payments. The total represents a reduction of 
nearly £2,000,000 compared with the original estimates for 
the current year. 


The weather is generally favourable for farming, particu- 
larly in Karroo and the Eastern Cape, where the stock and 
veld are in good condition, with promising crops. The 
severe drought in Natal has definitely broken. 


GoLD AND DIAMONDS 


The Transvaal goid output in February (25 working days) 
was 914,012 fine ozs., valued at £3,882,476, compared with 
839,937 ozs. and £3,567,826 in February, 1931 (24 working 
days). The native labour figures show a further increase 
of 419. 


A Government Commission has been appointed to enquire 
into and report upon the present position in the diamond 
industry with particular reference to the proposed closing 
down of mines. 


Railway earnings from February 7 to March 5 were 
£1,542,272, or £349,728 below the estimate. Total earnings 
from April 1 to March 5 were £20,590,234, or £2,384,050 
below the estimate, compared with £22,680,182 for the corre- 
sponding period of the last financial year. 


Local maize values remain well above the oversea level. 
The condition of the crop has been improved by recent rain, 
but the total crop is not expected to be large.

Woot, Skins, Evc. 


The wool market shows a firmer tendency, with super 
combings in better demand. Holders are meeting the 
market, and heavy shipments are being dispatched. To the 
end of February 639,637 bales were received at Union ports, 
and 490,125 bales were shipped. Bradford remains the 
principal buyer. 


The mohair market is still lifeless. 


Sheepskins are meeting with good demand, but goatskins 
are weaker, with poor competition. Glovers are firm and 


unchanged. 
Hides are selling freely at unchanged prices. 


The slight improvement in ostrich feathers reported last 
month has not been maintained. All descriptions are 
weaker, with competition limited. 


Deciduous fruit exports continue on a large scale. Grapes 
have suffered some damage from rain. 


The industrial situation is difficult, and retrenchment is 
taking place in many trades. Building activity is decreas- 
ing, and the outlook for the winter is not promising. Soft 
goods merchants report that winter goods are selling very 
slowly, and that imports are being restricted to essential 
requirements. Retail business is very dull.

The marked shrinkage in the sterling f.o.b. value of 
exports in 1931 was due to the fall in prices and, conse- 
quently, values, owing to the drop in exchange. The decline 
in imports was the consequence of reduced purchasing power 
in Brazil owing to the depreciation of the currency, which 
in 1931 reached the lowest level on record. 


The ratio of the shrinkage in exports was lower than that 
of imports by 22-0 per cent. and, consequently, the balance 
in favour of exports rose from £12,127,000 in 1930 to 
£20,948,000 in 1931, the largest since 1924. 


The percentage of imports on exports in 1931 was the 
second lowest on record at 57-7 per cent. since 1925 (55-8 per 
cent.). 


IMPORTS AND Exports 


Sterling c.i.f. value of imports in 1931 was the lowest for 
any year since the 1906-1910 quinquennium, 1915 coming 
nearest with £30,088,000. The year 1920 was the highest 
record, when imports amounted to £125,005,000, the next 
highest being 1928 with £90,669,000. 


The f.o.b. sterling value of exports in 1931 at £49,545,000 
was the lowest since 1914, when it amounted to £46,803,000. 
The peak year was 1919, when it amounted to £130,085,000 
and the balance of trade reached the unprecedented figure 
of £51,903,000 in favour of exports, followed by two years 
of adverse balances. The second highest favourable balance 
was registered in 1924 at £26,766,000, since then it dropped 
steadily from £18,432,000 in 1925 to £14, 378,000 in 1926, to 
£9,055,000 in 1927, and to £6,757 ,000 in 1928, recovering to 
£8,178,000 in 1929, to £12, 197 000 in 1930, and finally to 
£20,948 ,000, which was only exceeded since 1911 by 1915 
(£23,863,000), 1919 (£51,908,000), 1923 (£22,641,000) and 
1924 (£26,766,000).

It will be seen from the foregoing figures that the reduc- 
tion in Swiss exports to Great Britain accounted for the 
greater part of the decrease in the total exports for Decem- 
ber. Some of the items which contributed to this reduction 
included watches (with a decrease from 4-4 million frs. in 
November to 2-0 million frs. in December), silk fabrics (a 
decline from 3-0 to 1-6 million frs.), embroideries (from 
1-9 to 0°7 million frs.), aniline dyes (from 1:7 to 1-0 million 
frs.), chocolate (from 1-0 to 0:2 million frs.), and footwear 
(from 1:0 to 0-3 million frs.). 


TRADE BALANCE 


The visible trade balance of Switzerland in December was 
probably the most adverse on record, exports having covered 
imports to the extent of only 45-4 per cent. (as against 58-2 
per cent. in November).

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY 

The colder weather moderately stimulated retail sales in 
some lines last week, but severe storms in some sections 
retarded business, states the fortnightly cable received by 
the London office of the Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York. There was no improvement in general retail trade, 
and wholesale business was also below a year ago. The nation 
is hopefully awaiting improvement from the _ recent 
Government measures. 


Factory employment in New York State during February 
was unchanged; the index of pay roll totals declined from 
0) to 54. In the clothing industry in New York City there 
was a slight seasonal improvement. The Federal Reserve 
Board’s index of department store sales both in February 
and January was 79, against 81 in December. The value of 
sales in February was 16 per cent. below a year ago. 


Production of electricity for the week ended March 5 was 
87 per cent. below a year ago. The reduction in the Central 
Industrial region was 13-1 per cent. The estimated steel 
ingot production in February was 1,459,547 tons, being 1,743 
tons below the previous month and 1,042,819 tons under 
February, 1931. Unfilled orders of the United States Steel 
Corporation at the end of February were 2,545,629 tons, 
being a new low record for the second consecutive month. 
Despite the absence of demand in the automobile, railway 
and construction industries, the output of steel in the week 
ended March 12 increased one point to 27 per cent. of 
capacity, and the steel price-structure strengthened. 


Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended March 12 was 63-3, against 62-9 
the week before and 63-7 the fortnight before.

IRISH FREE STATE 
IMPORTATION OF DOGS Oh CATS 
The following is the text of a notice recently issued by 
the Irish Free State Department of Agriculture :— 

In view of the danger of the introduction of rabies through 
the importation of dogs or cats from abroad, and having 
regard to the fact that this country has long been free from 
that serious disease, it is important that the following points 
should be carefully noted :— 

Dogs or cats from abroad are not allowed to be landed in 
the Irish Free State unless they are accompanied by a licence 
obtained beforehand from the Department of Agriculture 
authorising the landing. 

Any dog or cat from abroad landed under licence is required 
to be detained and isolated for a continuous period of not less 
than six calendar montks from the date of landing on either 
of two premises approved for the purpose, namely :— 

(a) 28, Dartmouth Road, Ranelagh, Dublin. 
(Mr. F. A. Heney, M.R.C.V.S.) ; 
(b) 18, Cook Street, Cork. 
(Mr. James Daly, M.R.C.V.S.). 
It is only at the Ports of Dublin and Cobh (or Cork) that 
. dogs or cats may be landed under licence from abroad and the 
animals, if landed at Cobh (or Cork) must undergo the neces- 
sary period of quarantine at the approved premises in Cork, 
whilst if landed at Dublin they must undergo quarantine at 
the approved premises in Dublin. 

Animals must be moved from the landing places at Dublin 
and Cobh (or Cork) to the approved premises by the authorised 
Carrying Agents, namely, Messrs. J. Wallis and Sons, 33, 
Bachelor’s Walk, Dublin, and Anderson’s Quay, Cork. 

Application for a licence to import should be made to the 
Department of Agriculture, Dublin, in good time beforehand 
to allow of the question of issue of a licence to be dealt with. 

Before deciding to proceed with the importation of a dog or 
cat from abroad, the owner should ascertain that the 
Veterinary Surgeon concerned is willing to receive the animal 
on the approved premises. 

The Department will not be responsible for any expenses 
incurred in connection with the landing, transit or detention 
on the approved quarantine premises, of an imported dog or 
cat, or for any injury or illness which may happen to the 
animal, 

The terms to be charged is a matter of arrangement between 
the owner of the dog or cat and the Veterinary Surgeon (owner 
of the approved premises) and the Carrying Agents. 

The accommodation at the Quaraatine Premises is limited. 
It is, therefore, necessary that where it is desired to import, 
the earliest possible application for a licence should be made 
and inquiries also addressed to the owners of quarantine 
premises. 

Shipping Companies should take every precaution to ensure 
that dogs or cats from abroad, unaccompanied by a licence 
from the Department, are not accepted for shipment to the 
Free State.

SURTAX ON NICKELLED, ETC. GOODS 


The Decree of September 15 last modifying the Argentine 
Customs Tariff provided for the addition to the Hardware, 
Ships’ Stores and Machines and Electrical and Lighting 
Sections of the Tariff of a note providing that articles in- 
cluded therein, of which the whole or visible part are 
nickelled, bronzed, coppered, brassed, blued, chromium 
plated or enamelled (not specially mentioned) were to be 
subject to a surtax of 25 per cent. 


The Board of Trade have now received a translation of a 
Decree, dated January 14, which provides that the surtax 
of 25 per cent. on nickelled, bronzed and coppered articles 
will not be applied should such improvement be necessary to 
the finish of the article, or inherent in the form of presenta- 
tion of the type commonly imported into Argentina. 


BRAZIL 


DUTIES ON VEHICLES, TYRES, ETC. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 10 
(p. 362) regarding the revision of the Brazilian import 
duties on motor and other vehicles, parts and accessories 
thereof, and tyres, the Board of Trade have now received 
the text of the Decree, dated February 24, fixing these 
duties. Art. IV of the Decree provides that the new duties 
were to come into force on March 1. A full translation of 
the new classification and duties is given below. In addi- 
tion to the duties there shown, the additional charge im- 
posed for the construction and upkeep of roads created by 
the Law of January 5, 1927, as modified by the Law of 
September 5, 1928, at the rate of 60 gold reis per kilog., will 
apply to the following goods, viz.:—-Motor cars, buses, 
lorries, coaches, chassis, motor cycles, bicycles and all their 
accessories, parts and fittings, including tyres and inner 
tubes, solid and semi-pneumatic tyres and sidecars.

NOTE.—The vehic les, boats and chassis dutiable 
under this heading will be appraised in running order. 
A vehicle in running order is one with all its usual parts, 
without omission of a single one, necessary for its 
normal functioning. 

On cars or boats which are stripped a reduction of 
5 per cent. of the respective duties is allowed. The 
term ‘‘stripped”’ is applied to a vehicle without 
internal or external finish, without painting of any kind 
or lining. 

The vehicles, etc., included in this Tariff No. shall be 
subject to the payment of 50 per cent. in addition to 
the tax decided on at the time of appraisement if it is 
proved, at any time, that some parts have been 
abstracted in order that a lower duty than that 
properly due might be levied. 

This additional charge will not be made, however, if 
the importer proves that the missing part is made in 
the country from local raw materials and is added 
systematically to imported vehicles. This must be 
proved in the case of each clearance, with indication of 
the factory, its location, production, and consumption 
of local raw materials. If at any time fraudulent 
practices are proved in this connection, triple duties 
must be paid, half going to the National Treasury and 
the other half to the person discovering the fraud. 

Vehicles which have the body or bonnet or both 
of a metal other than zinc, iron or steel, shall pay a 
surtax of 20 per cent.; those which have the body or 
bonnet, or both, of nickelled zinc, iron or steel, will pay 
a surtax of 10 per cent.; those upholstered in silk pay 
in addition to the tax and surtax a further 20 per cent. 
This provision applies to bodies imported without 
chassis. 

In order to arrive at the dutiable weight, the weight 
of all surplus parts, of the hood, if removable, and of 
the two bumpers must be deducted. 

Hoods are classed with accessories, parts and 
equipment. 

Chassis and cars are considered as complete if they 
include at least the following parts at least :-—

COSTA RICA 
IMPORT DUTY ON RICE INCREASED 


A Law (No. 53) published in the Costa Rican ‘‘ Official 
Gazette ’’ for January 26 provides that the Customs duty 
on rice imported into Costa Rica is to be increased from 
16 to 28 cts. per 46 kilogs. as from January 26, and the 
duty is to be increased by a further 2 cts. per annum until 
it reaches 34 cts. Should the wholesale or retail prices of 
rice in San Jose exceed certain fixed maxima, however, the 
former rate of 16 cts. per kilog. will be reverted to. 

The new duties are not subject to the surcharge established 
in August last. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


IMPORT LICENCES FOR HURRICANE LAMPS, 
CASEIN AND CASEIN GLUE 


The Board of Trade have received from H.M. Legation 
at Prague particulars of Orders issued by the Czechoslovak 
Minister of Commerce which subject the importation into 
Czechoslovakia of the undermentioned goods to import

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FRANCE 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON PLANTS. 
FRUITS, ETC. 


The French “ Journal Officiel ”? of March 9 contains q 
Decree, dated March 8, revising the restrictions on the 
import of plants, fruits, etc., into France. 


The Decree prohibits the import and transit of liyip 
plants and parts thereof, including fresh fruits (trees and 
shrubs, nursery products, cuttings and other parts), also 
cases, sacks and other packings used for their transport, 
when originating in or coming from the United States of 
America. The prohibition is extended to apply also to such 
products of Australia, Canada, New Zealand, China and 
Japan, and may be further extended to the products of other 
countries in which the “ aspidiotus perniciosus ’’ (‘‘ pou de 
San José’’) is present. Fresh fruits from countries not 
subject to the prohibition may only be imported if accom. 
panied by a certificate from the competent authority of the 
country of origin indicating the place of production. 

By way of exception to the prohibition, permission may 
be granted for the import of certain categories of fruits 
treated in the country of origin so as to ensure that they 
do not carry the ‘ aspidiotus perniciosus,’? and also of 
plants and parts thereof and fresh fruits intended for study 
and research. 


A subsequent Order, dated March 15 and published in the 
‘* Journal Officiel ’’ of March 16, allows the import of fresh 
fruits from the countries specified above if they are accom- 
panied by a sanitary inspection certificate and subjected to 
sanitary control on arrival. The transit of such fresh fruits 
is not allowed if they are in bulk but only if in cases, barrels, 
bags, etc. Import and transit is only allowed through Havre, 
Bordeaux, Marseilles, Dunkirk, and Paris. Provisional 
arrangements are made for the admission of fruits ware- 
housed or en route before the publication of the Decree of 
March 8. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: EXHAUSTION OF 
QUOTAS 
The issues of the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? of March 10 


and 11 announce the exhaustion of the following quotas 
fixed for the import of goods into France, viz. :— 


Toys and games—fine automatons of all kinds and moving 
scenes for displays—from all countries except Germany. 

Bentwood furniture—from all countries except Poland 
and Czechoslovakia. 

Vacuum cleaners, machines for waxing or applying polish, 
machines for cleaning footwear—from all countries 
except Germany.

cattle hides, including kips, except Indian kips, 
whole skins—from Great Britain. 

Vegetable-tanned hides and skins, split or smoothed, with 
the hair, whole skins—from England. 

Leather plates, ribbons, muffles, thongs, not set, for cards, 
polishers and dividers—from Great Britain. 





Goods of the above kinds will no longer be admitted until 
April 1, except as regards those despatched direct to France 
or warehoused before March 10 or 11, as the case may be. 


FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: MERCURY 
AND CERTAIN MACHINES, TOOLS AND METAL 
WARES 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of March 17 contains 4 
series of Decrees and Orders, dated March 16, which extend 
the system of restricting imports into France to specified 
quotas so as to apply to native mercury and to certain metal 
wares, machines, tools and instruments.

GERMANY 
APPLICATION OF NEW SUPER TARIFF

and 906 D. In the case of Poland, however, the Super 
Tariff is applicable in respect of a lengthy list of articles.

ITALY 
IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 


A Ministerial Decree, dated February 22 and published in 
the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of March 7, issued under 
the powers conferred by the Decree-Law of December 21 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 28, p. 136), adds the following 
to the list of prohibited imports specified in the schedule 
annexed to the Royal Decree-Law of November 14, 1926, 
viz.:—Barley, germinated (malt), even ground; earthen- 
ware; porcelain; leather footwear. 

These prohibitions do not, however, apply to goods coming 
from countries for which exemption from import prohibitions 
is prescribed by Commercial Treaty, or from countries which 
do not apply restrictive measures to the importation of 
Italian goods.

NORWAY 
MARKING OF CERTAIN RUBBER WARES 


H.M. Minister at Oslo has forwarded translation of a 
Royal Resolution, dated February 12, which provides that 
on and after May 12 next the rubber wares specified below 
may not be sold or offered for sale (either wholesale or 
retail) in Norway unless they bear an indication of the 
country of manutacture, in the manner prescribed in the 
Resolution. The indication must be clearly and _ con- 
spicuously impressed, branded, stamped or stencilled with 
the word *‘ Norsk ’’ in the case of goods manufactured in 
Norway, and with the word ‘‘ Utenlandsk ”’ in the case of 
goods manufactured abroad. Alternatively, the indication 
may be given in the form of the words Pabrikert wey :t

followed by the name of the country, in Norwegian or a 
foreign language easily understood in Norway. The actual

SWEDEN 


SUGAR MONOPOLY 


H.M. Representative at Stockholm reports that a law 
has been passed which confers on two Swedish sugar refining 
concerns (Svenska Sockerfabriksaktiebolaget and Mellersta 
Sveriges Sockerfabriksaktiebolag) the sole right to import 
sugar (Tariff Nos. 119/20) into Sweden during the period 
February 23, 1932, to February 28, 1933. It is understood 
that no refined sugar whatever will be imported into Sweden 
during this period. In return for this concession, and for 
the authority not to charge less than a fixed minimum price 
for their products, the Svenska Sockerfabriksaktiebolag 
undertake to pay a fixed minimum scale of prices for 
Swedish-grown sugar beets.

PORTUGAL 
IMPORT OF BREAD PROHIBITED 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for March 3 contains 
a Decree (No. 20,959) which prohibits the import of bread 
(cereais panificados) into Portugal. 


ROUMANIA 
DUTY ON SUGAR REDUCED 


~ The Commercial Secretary to H.M..Legation at Bucharest 
reports that by a Law, promulgated by Royal Decree 
No. 594 of February 27, the import duty on sugar imported 
into Roumania has been reduced, as from February 27, as 
indicated : —

In order to regulate the market in Bills of Exchange, 
sugar imports will be limited, under regulations to be 
established by the Council of Ministers. 


SWITZERLAND 
IMPORT OF BUTTER 


A Decree of February 26 provides that from April 1 butter 
may only be imported into Switzerland under licence. Nor- 
mally butter will be imported by an organisation of importers 
which is to be formed under the control of the Department 
of Public Economy, but importers who do not wish to obtain 
their supplies through the organisation may secure licences 
from the Agricultural Division of the Department of Public 
Kconomy. 


A further Decree, dated February 22 and effective imme- 
diately, reduces the additional duty on imported butter 
from 60 to 30 cts. per kilog. 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN SILK AND RAYON 
TISSUES AND CARPETS 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales’’ of March 9 contains 


an Order, dated March 5 and effective on March 9, which 
modifies somewhat the restrictions imposed on the import 
into Switzerland of certain silk and cotton piece-goods and 
carpets (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 11, page 203). 


As regards piece-goods, certain kinds of silk and wool or 
rayon and wool mixtures are allowed to be imported at the 
normal rates of duty without production of a licence. 
(Licences have not, however, been required for such goods 
from the United Kingdom.) 


As regards ‘‘ other ’’ woollen carpets (Tariff No. 482 5), 
import at the normal rate of duty is to be subject to licence 
in respect of the following :—Hand-knotted carpets from 
[rag, Persia, Afghanistan, the rest of Asia Minor, British 
India, including Baluchistan, Turkey, Soviet Union, Greece. 
Carpets, not hand-knotted, from France, Germany and 
Czechoslovakia. 


CONTROL OF SERUMS AND VACCINES 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales ’’ of March 9 contains a 
Decree, dated December 17 last, and effective on March 15, 
controlling the manufacture, import and sale of serums and 
vaccines used in human medicine. 


Persons and firms (except doctors and public pharmacies) 
who wish to manufacture, import and sell these products 
must receive permission from the competent Cantonal 
authority. Normally, each import requires a special permit 
from the Federal Service of Public Hygiene, and must con- 
sist of at least 500 c.cm. per product per consignment, but 
exceptions may be made to these requirements. Import may 
only take place through specified Customs Houses, a list of 
which will be supplied to interested parties, and, for the 
purposes of technical control, samples will be taken of all 
serums and vaccines to be imported. Taxes may be imposed 
to cover the cost of control. Certain particulars are also

The Uruguayan “ Diario Oficial ’’ of February 3 contains 
a Decree, dated January 19, which increases the additional 
duty on petrol (naphtha and gasoline) imported into 
Uruguay from 2 to 3 cts. per litre.

COSTA RICA 
PROPOSED TAX ON WINES AND SPIRITS 


The Costa Rican ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ for January 27 con- 
tains the text of a Bill which proposes to establish a special 
tax on wines and spirits. The proposed rates of the tax, in 
the case of imports, are as follows:—Common wines, un- 
fortified, 30 cts. per litre; fortified and fruit wines, 60 cts. 
per litre; sparkling wines and liqueurs, including spirits, 
1-30 colones per litre.

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BOOKS RECEIVED 
A Hundred Pictures from Greenland. Published by The 


Royal Danish Ministry for Foreign Affairs, Copenhagen. 


Interest in Greenland has been steadily growing during the 
past few years, both in and out of Denmark. The Greenland 
Pavilion at the Colonial Exhibition in Paris in 1931 attracted 
great attention, while the pictures portraying the scenery and 
the inhabitants of the country and the native objects of art 
shown at the exhibition of Colonial Art held in Rome in the 
same year also aroused much interest in Denmark’s arctic 
colony. 

The reports of the endeavours that have been made to 
establish an air route between America and Europe have 
focussed the eyes of the whole newspaper-reading world 
upon Greenland, and the systematic exploration and mapping 
of the country have continued intensively and with good 
results. Many scientific expeditions, Danish as well as 
foreign, have visited Greenland to explore the country and its 
natural conditions, and to study the ethnology, the language 
and the culture of the people. 

Further, Greenland is embraced within the international re- 
search which has been organised in connection with the 
‘Polar Year,’’ 1932, and with a view to facilitating this work 
the number of scientific research stations already operating in 
Greenland are being increased. 

Above all, however, the interest of Denmark in, and her 
sincere regard for, Greenland and its people have _ been 
manifested through the efforts she has carried on for genera- 
tions for the protection of the native population, for the allevia- 
tion of their hard conditions of life, for the encouragement of 
culture among them and for the development of their 
prosperity generally. 

This little collection of pictures will possibly help to convey 
some idea of the condition under which Denmark is working 
for the benefit of the people of Greenland and will suggest 
some of the results hitherto achieved.

British Standard Specification for Cooker Control Units for 


use in 2-wire of not more than 250 volts declared pressure. 
(B.S.S. No. 438—1932.) 


British Standard Specification No. 438—1932, which has 
just been issued, covers cooker control units for use in two- 
wire circuits of not more than 250 volts declared pressure. 
The units are intended for the control of domestic electric 
cookers and consist of a switch for controlling the current to 
the cooker, together with an auxiliary circuit by means of 
which an iron, kettle, or other appliance, may be used simul- 
taneously or independently of the cooker. Owing to the rapid 
increase in the installation of electric cookers at the present 
time, this specification is of more than usual interest to the 
supply authorities, and it should also prove of assistance to 
the manufacturers in reducing the large number of models of 
cooker control units at present called for. 

The aim of the specification is to define the minimum re- 
qurements as regards the components and general arrange- 
ment of the control unit, without unduly restricting the manu- 
facturer in the development of new designs. The specification 
has been drawn up in such a way as to keep down the price of 
the article as far as possible consistent with safety and 
mechanical robustness.

British Standard Specifications: No. 439—1932, Portable 


Accumulators and Secondary Batteries (lead-acid type); No. 
a Stationary Accumulators (lead-acid planté positive 
ype). 


Two new British Standard Specifications for accumulators 
have recently been issued by the British Standards Institution, 
namely, B.S.S. No. 439—1932, Portable Accumulators, and 
B.S.8. No. 440—1932, Stationary Accumulators. In the speci- 
fication for stationary accumulators, the capacities and dimen- 
sions of plates and the dimensions of plate lugs, together with 
the capacities of accumulators and the number of sleken in the 
Sections corresponding to these capacities, are standardised. The 
material for containers has been standardised to a certain 
extent and the quality of the acid used in the electrolyte is 
defined. A discharge test for capacity has been introduced and 
tables of corrections for the test results are included, together 
with appendices dealing with the information to be given 
see enquiries and particulars to be supplied by the manu- 
acturer. 
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The specification for portable accumulators follows the same 
general form as far as possible as that for stationary 
accumulators. It is limited to cells or batteries of not more 
than 100 ampere-hours capacity, and not more than 80 Ib. in 
weight. The capacities of portable accumulators have been 
standardised, but it has not been found commercially practic- 
able at the present time to standardise plate dimensions, 
although certain recommended sizes are given in the hope that 
they will eventually become sufficiently common for standard- 
isation to be effected. The discharge test and the quality of 
the acid is dealt with in a similar manner as in the specification 
for stationary accumulators.

British Standard Specifications Nos. 219-1932. Soft Solders 
(Revised), 441-1932. Cored Solder, Rosin Filled. 

Primarily in order to make provision for the incorporation 
of a further grade of solder, grade K, suitable for certain 
classes of machine soldering, the British Standards Institution 
has recently issued a revised edition of the British standard 
specification for soft solder, No. 219-1932. The compositions of 
the grades A to J remain unchanged, though modifications 
have been made in some instances in the references to the uses 
for which the solders are primarily intended. Some additional 
provisions have been made in the clause relating to the chemical 
analysis of samples. 

A new British standard specification for cored solder, rosin 
filled, No. 441-1932, has also been issued. This provides for 
six standard sizes ranging from 8 to 16 S.W.G., and contains 
clauses regulating the composition of the solder and of the 
quality and proportion of the rosin, with provisions for the 
sarapling of the material for examination and analysis.

The Anglo-American Year Book, 1932. Edited by D. L. Gill.

The 1932 Anglo-American Year Book is the twentieth 
edition published by the Chamber of Commerce, and contains, 
as usual, a very considerable amount of useful and interesting 
information. Some of the more important features are listed 
below. 

On the business side the Commercial! Directory of 8,500 names 
and addresses of principal firms, together with their agents, 
representatives or affiliated houses in Great Britain and the 
United States, is of great value as a reference list to firms 
engaged in Anglo-American trade. 

The Residential Directory and the Anglo-American ‘‘ Who’s 
Who ”’ cover the Social Side, the former being a list of 
approximately 2,000 names of Americans resident in the British 
Isles, and the latter contains the names of well-known British 
people married to Americans and prominent Americans in the 
United Kingdom. 

The Anglo-American Institutions and Clubs such as the 
American Bociet , the English-Speaking Union, the American 
Club, etc., are listed and a short résumé of their activities 
in 1931 is given. Their officers for the present year are also 
included. 

A series of special articles dealing with opening up busi- 
nesses in Britain, taxes, etc., is included. 

The Chamber has concluded arrangements with the American 
Arbitration Association for a New York and London Commer- 
cial Arbitration Service, and full details regarding this will 
be found on pages 41-48 of this volume. 

Through the courtesy of the American Consulate-General, 
very full statistics regarding British-American Trade in 1931 
are given, and these show the heavy fall in British Exports to 
America during 1931. - 

Every page of the 1932 Anglo-American Year Book has been 
thoroughly revised and brought up to date, and the whole 
forms an extremely valuable compendium on Anglo-American 
affairs which cannot be obtained in similar form elsewhere.
